lers, Glouers, Clothiers, Cloth workers, Fullers, and generally all Artificers, Tradef 
men, or any other perſon or perſons whatſocuer within their Conſtableries or Ti- 
things, char vſcth or hath any Weights or Meaſures whatſoeuer ſcaled or not ſealed, 
to bring or ſend their ſaid Weights and Meaſures at the day and plact aforeſaid, to 
beducly examined with Our Standard; And alſo that they requite the Bakers and 
Victuallers to bring thither wich them their Bread of all ſorts, ro be tryed whether 
che true Aſſize be kept therein; And that the ſaid Conſtables or Tirhing-men doe 
bring thither and preſent to Our ſaid Clerke of the Market or to bis Deputie faire 
written and fixed to Our t, as their returne thereof, a true note of the names
